Edison Electric Completes 
Task of Repairing Huge Pressure 


But few patrons of the Edison Biec- 
tric Company knew that last night 
they were using generated 
ben the Kern River plant of the com- 


across | pahy, or that the plant is capable of 


fdfmishing halt of the electricity con- 
sumed by Len Angeles and the sur- 
rounding towns. 

The Kern River power plant is not 
supposed to be a new one, but in real 
ity it is. 
sure main to this great project broke

The big plant has been out of com- 
mission all that time and yet the con- 


difference. The pressure pipes of the 
Kern River plant were overhauled and 
rebuil? and now they are better and 
Stronger than ever. 

The Kern River plant is one of the 
largest electrical generating stations 
in the country. A pertion of the water 
of that river, 45.15% feet above the 
power plant, is carried through a s#ys#- 
tem of fumes and tunnels seven feet 
high and eight feet wide. It is then 
poured over a cliff 869 feet high 
and dropped onto a series of six water 
wheels. 


The water is not dropped into a reg- 
ular fall but the fumes em@ty into the 
circular pipe seven feet in di- 

The pine thet it is 
1425 feet long 


The water is foreed 
or nozzle of the pressire pipe onto 
six twin type impulse water wheels, 
connected with th® generator and . 
000 horse-power of electriicty is pro- 
duced. 

In the former plant this pressure 
pipe consisted of a steel pipe three- 
eighths of an inch thick, reinforced 
with a six-inch casing of concrete. ( 
January 29 an earthquake cracked t 
concrete, and the steel casing not be- 
ing strong enough to withstand the 
great pressure alone, broke. 

In the new pipe a steel pipe one and 
one-eighth inch thick at the bottom 
of the conduit, and seven-eighths of an 
‘inch thick at the top has been insert- 
ed inside of the old steel pipe with its 
six-inch concrete casing. The new 
pipe alone will stand more pressure

crete. 

The Kern River project is 118 miles, 
from Los Angeles and the electricity 
is carried by means of three three- 
quarter-inch copper wires on Freut 
towers. 

The repairs to the plant have cost the 
pany more than $300,000 and an ad- 
ditional outiay of $200,000 extra expense 
in keeping the patrons supplied with 
electricity in the meantime. 

The Edison Electric Company uses 
hetween 34,000 and 35,000 horse power 
of electricity every day and until its 
demands become greater than they are 
now the Kern River plant will —

The daily consumption of electricity 
in Los Angeles is about 40,000 horse- 
power, and together with the subur- 
ban consumption, runs up to a totai of 
about 64,000 horse power. It took 1006 
m working day and night of six 
ths to complete the repair work.

There are thousands of 
these corporations, but there is no 
record which shows clearly which are 
now in existence and which have 
passed out for various reasons. It is 
here; that comes the rub for the col- 
lector; an immense amount of digging 
on his part will be necessary before 
the new harness can te made to fit 
the, horse. 

CORPORATION CANVASS, 

In view of the large number of cor- 
porations, companies and associations 
subject to the tax, Collector Parker 
has been instructed to thoroughly can- 
vass his district to the end that a 
correct list may be obtained, the re- 
port to show the amount of capital 
stock and the principal place of busi- 
ness of each.

He found an 
excuse for sending his wife and her 
mother out for the evening. When 
they returned at about 10 o'clock and 
entered the dark hall, they bumped

As he finished one of the notes, he 
simply tore it loose from the binding. 
but left the sheet in the book. It was 
on one of these sheets that the police 
found the statement in which Chavez 
complained that Judge Wilbur was re- 
sponsible for all his troubles... A bottle 
of ecarboile acid was also found among 
his effer ts.
